SEKN  in  pro|>er  pei-spective  to  the 
dianging  economy  of  Wesjtern  Europe, 
the  Uirrease  in  the  United  Kingdom  s 
bank  rate  to  7 |)er  cent  rruiy  be  a long- 
headed move.  It  tji  a slabiUzing  factor 
in  (Jreat  Britain’R  internal  affairs,  and 
proof  that  devaluation  of  sterling  is  not 
(■onU'mplated.  There  is  much  to  suggest 
that  the  administration  is  acting  not  only 
to  head  off  inflationary  pre.ssures  within 
the  British  Isles  but  al.so  in  itwicert  with 
Western  European  nations  to  break  up 
indirect  raids  on  the  pound  by  specu- 
lators in  the  inteiTi.ilional  field. 

(krmany  this  week  cut  its  discount 
rate  substantially,  and  this  also  lightened 
pressure  on  sterling.  The  two  actions  may 
not  have  been  directly  concerted,  but  they 
are  comp)emenlar>’.  The  German  move 
al.so  was  helpful  to  other  continental 
nations  taking  steps  now  to  avoid  devalua- 
tion of  their  crurremies.  International 
spec  ulators  In  ronwHiuem'e  will  find  their 
operations  less  profitable,  and  the  dis- 
parity between  currencies  less  Indtlng 
for  sudden  plunges  based  on  the  rates 
of  exchange. 

From  a Canadian  viewpoint.  Mr. 
Thorneyeroft’s  announcement  of  the  2 
per  rent  rise  in  the  bank  rate  must  b6 
examined  in  relation  to  the  actual  'con- 
ditimw  in  Great  Britain  at  the  present 
time.  If  higher  intemal  interest  charges 
on  the  one  hand  may  les.sen  Cniled  King- 
dom pun'ha-^s  in  the  Dominion,  and  to 
some  extent  they  mast,  there  will  be 


the  compensating  assurance  that  Great 
Britain  Is  steadying  on  its  course  and  in 
control  of  a difficult  internal  inflationary 
li'end  Canadian  exporter's  for  the  moment 
may  feel  a difference  in  the  volume  of 
. Cniled  Kingdom  imports  Dom  this  coun- 
tr>-.  but  that  should  be  temporary'  and 
in  it.s  way  preparatory  to  a more  enduring 
channel  of  tw-o-way  trade  for  the  future. 

That  Canada  could  continue  to  sell  to 
the  United  Kingdom  in  the  unbalanct'd 
ratio  of  the  past  was  neither  practicable 
nor  could  H last.  It  rests  with  this 
country  to  help  n’store  ihe  balance  by 
Importing  from  the  United  Kingdom  as 
much  of  its  needs  a.s  can  well  be  filled 
there.  Every  Canadian  dollar  sent  into 
that  market  ha.s  a two-way  function,  and 
makes  possible  a corresponding  Canadian 
expoii  in  return. 

It  is  less  for  Its  North  American  con- 
seiiuencea  however  than  for  its  Euroi>ean 
connotations  that  the  British  step  will  l)e 
consldpred  in  trade  circles.  The  United 
Kingdom  is  acting  with  courage  and 
determination  to  curb  domestic  inflation, 
to  put  an  end  to  market  manipulations 
abroad  of  Us  currency,  and  to  mesh  plans 
with  those  of  W'estem  Europe  to  help 
bring  stability  within  its  olde.st  and  chief 
trading  area,  on  the  Continent.  In  none 
of  this  can  there  be  any  Implied  threat 
to  Canada,  nor  to  tlie  mutual  desire  of 
both  countries  to  continue  and  improve 
market  relationships  by  every  feasible 
means  in  their  power. 


‘Right  Honorable’ 


Early  thH  week  it  was  announced  In 
London  that  Prime  Minister  Diefen- 
liaker  had  b«*n  appointed  a member  of 
the  British  Privy  Council,  to  which  he 
will  l)e  sworn  on  his  next  visit  to  Great 
Britain.  As  a result  he  will  be  styled 
“Right  Honorable."  the  privilege  of  all 
sworn  iSiv'y  councillors. 

This  is  not  to  be  confused  with 
Canaria's  own  Privy  Council,  of  which  all

The 
appointment  In  such  case  is  a token  of 
close  association  with  the  Crowm  anrl 
recognition  of  the  emineni'e  of  their  high 
political  office. 

In  this  .sen.se  it  could  be  construed  as 
a council  of  the  Coramonwra)th^S4!n  If 
there  is  no  formal  acknowledgement  of 
such  a body  and  its  members  do  not  meet 


in  that  role.  The  connection  is  one  of 
the  intangibles  that  tie  the  Common- 
wealth nations  together  in  loyalty  to  the 
Throne. 

Mr.  Diefenbaker’j  immediate  pi^ 
decesson  in  office,  .Mr.  St.  Laurent,  is  also 
entitled  to  the  prefix  “Right  Honoi'able." 
and  so  are  Mr.  C.  D.  Howe  and  Mr.  James 
Gardiner,  his  principal  and  senior  lieu- 
tenants while  in  office,  They  remaiii  so 
styled,  for  membership  in  the  British 
Priv^y  Council  stays  with  them  for  life. 
Among  other  members  are  Mr.  Arthur 
Meighen,  who  wa.s  prime  minister  of 
Canada  as  far  back  as  1920,  and  leading 
political  figures  in  Australia  and  New' 
Zealand  like  Mr.  Menzies,  Dr.  Evatt  and 
Mr.  Holland. 

Mr.  Diefenbaker  thus  Joins  a dis- 
tinguished company  of  Commonwealth 
statesmen  in  a coundllorshJp  which  is 
symbolic  of  the  status  conferred  by  their 
own  eleclora  and  of  the  penional  distinc- 
tion attached  to  the  privilege.  As  with 
his  Canadian  predoce.ssors  in  the  West- 
minster council  he  will  carry  the  suffix 
“rc"  with  honor.

Fog  Over  the  Cyprus  Issue 


OF  ail  the  Issues  destined  to  rome 
before  the  new  session  of  the 
United  Nation.*  General  Asaemhly, 
the  political  deadkrik  over  Cyprus  1* 
certainly  one  of  the  most  Intractable 
and  baffling 

Very  soon  the  UN  delegates  are 
likely  to  find  their  understanding  of 
It  additionally  confused  hy  the  visit 
of  Anhbl.shop  Makartos.  the  politico- 
religious  leader  of  the  Greek  C\p- 
rloU,  Is  paying  lo  the  United  .States 
on  what  his  aide*  have  euphemistic- 
ally described  as  "an  enlightenment 
mlsajnn." 

Britain  ha«  lately  been  making  new 
effort*  to  reach  a eolutinn  which 
would  satisfy  three  basic  needs 
which  exlal  because  the  island  is  not 
only  a British  dependency  hut  also  a 
place  of  great  strategic  lmporian<*e. 
Before  the  fog  of  confusion  grows 
denser  it  Is  imptiriani  lo  examine 
those  needs  and  recall  what  ha#  al- 
ready been  done  to  meet  them.

If  Cypru.*  were  merely  a British  de- 
pendency and  nothing  more,  and  if 
it  had  an  homogenou*  population, 
there  would  probably  have  been  little 
difficulty  in  settling  the  manner  and 
timing  of  its  political  evolution  to 
Independence.

He  will  presum- 
ably maintain  hts  claim  that  Ihe  prot^ 
lem  of  Cyprus  is  a matter  for  discus- 
sion between  the  Cypriot*,  by  which 
he  means  himself,  and  Britain,  and 
that  Britain  is  deliberately  confusing 
mailers  by  dragging  in  Greece  and 
Turkey.
